ST. GEORGE'S PARISH—MERETING OF THE Ar- 
PAYERS. 
In pursuance of a -requisition, most numerously and re- 
spectably signed, a meeting of the ratepayers of the above 
parish was held yesterday, at two o'clock, in the Vestry-room 
of St. 12 hurch, for the purpose of taking inte con- 
sideration the Water Works Bill now before — 
with a view to petition Parliament, prayin that . the 
bill might be postponed until further information should be 
afforded to the ratepavers on the subject. Shortly after two 
o'clock the chair was taken by 
Joux Swanzy, Fag. Charchwarden, 

TPheChairman, havingread (be requisition conven'ng the meet - 
ing, said he had been looking intothe bill with reference to which 
the meeting had been convened, and it consisted of no less than 
ninety sections. The first one which it was necessary to draw 
attention to was the tenth, and in reference to which he would 
say that it appeared many schemes had ben brought before 
the Corporation for supplying the city with water, all of 
which had been rejected except the Liffey project. That was 
clear from the Act of Parlhanent, which was only conver- 
sant with the Liffey scheme, and the powers to construct the 
necessary werke for it. There was also a provision by which 
the Corporation would be enabled to borrow £25) .000 to 
cover any additional expenses over the estimates of £218,000. 


Ihe Corporation had also a power by the bill 
to take additional lands, to the extent of fifty 
acres, for any additional works that might be neces- 


sary, and for the purchase of that land an unlimited power 
should be given to them in regard of price. They would 
also have to give compensation to the millownera, either in 
money or an equivalent in water, for the injury which their. 
property might sustain. Ile very much doubted that 
the Liffey would afford a sufficient supply of water 
to give to the city ten millions and a haf of galions 
per day, and at the same time afford a sufficent sup- 
ply of water to the millowners if they chose to demand 
compensation in water. He was exceedingly sceptical whe- 
ther the Liffey could afford a safficient supply at all, and he 
thought it would be very difficult to give to the citizens a gua- 
rantee to that effect. It had been said, by the strenuous ad- 
yvocates of the proposed bill, that the injastice which was 
being dene to the poorer classes, under the present system 
of supplying the city with water, would nu longer exist, and 
that under the new bill they would be efforded a cheaper 
and better supply. That statement, however, appeared to 
him to be a mere fiction, because ander the new bill it was 
proposed to provide every house rated at £10 with a cock, 
and that it should be provided by the landlord, at his own 
expense. The consequence would be, that house jobbers 
would have to bring a pipe into their houses at an expense of 
about £3 or £4, for the accommodation of their tenants; 
and the probability was, that it would be utterly impossible 
to keep the pipe for any time in a house let in tenements, as 
every dishonest tenant, when he would require a glass of whis- 
key might go down stairs and screw off the cock, The house 
jobbers would resort to some means to indemnify themselves 
for this expense, and they would increase their rents so that 
the poor would really save nothing by the bill, (Hear, hear.) 
The total advantage, as calculated to all those poor people, 
would be something about £150 a year. There was a com- 
palsory clause in the Act to compel the owners of those houses 
to provide those water cocks, and u they omitted to do so 
they would subject themselves to fines. Under those cir- 
cumstances he certainly thought the present system of streut 
fountains was a much better and more convenient arrange- 
ment for the poor, and if there was net a sufficient number of 
them for the purpose, they should be increased to the neces- 
sary extent. | - 'orporation, by the propoeed bill, did not 
limit themselves to the tenpence in the pound, but they bad 
an additional borrowing clause in the 74th section, which, he 
understood, would give a power to the Corporation to tax the 
citizens to any extent they might desire, and although the 
citizens entertained the highest respect for the Corporation, he 
did not think it would be right to invest them with sach an 
unlimited power. (Hear, hear.) The 85th sectionSef the 
Act had reference to the present contract with the canal 
von, and as that contract would not expire for some 
time, he did not understand why they were to be driven 
with such haste to obtain water from other sources, (Hear, 
hear.) That was the only section of the Act which was 
really of importance at the present time, inasmuch as ne- 
ations, he understood, were being brought to a close, by 
which the supply would be continued from the canals, which, 
instead of being only able to supply eight millions of gallons 
per day, woald afford the requisite supply of ten millions of 
gallons. Ile would ask what was the use of this voluminous 
Act of Parliament—(hear, hear)—and why did the Corpora- 
tion put the citizens to so much expense as £5,000 in re- 
ference to it, which appeared to have been the ex pense incurred 
up to the present time, and where the responsibility of that 
ex iture lay was yet tobe settled, last section pro- 
v that all expenses incurred in reference to the Act should 
be defrayed by he Corperation from the first money which 
came to their hands by the operation of the bill, so that they 
had placed themselves as first creditor. In conclusion, the 
Chairman stated that it appeared to him but a reasonable 
thing that the citizens should all come forward and express 
heir individual opinions on the measure.

given to this country. lie told the clergy of Ireland, 
let them beware before they toox any such step. (Hear, 
hear.)

A third plan was recently mooted, 
at various public meetings, particularly at Belfast and that 
was tosuggeat to the National Board, that inasmuch as they 
hed made a relaxation of their rules in favour of monks and 
nuns, to teach their own particular notions behind walls 
that no one could get bebind. but themselves. 
(Cheers and laughter.) Therefore they should relax their 
rules, to enable the Church Education Society to teach their 
particular views.

A 
large crowd took part in the solemnity, after the 
termination of which it went ina body to the French 
Consul’s house, where it was dispersed. 

This petition, like the former, asks for the annexa- 
tion of Ancona to Romagna. Thus, while the Po 
still is intent on getting back what he has phe 
lost, the moment is approaching nearer and nearer when 

“he will lose the rest. 

In consequence of this demonstration, arrests and 
emigration have received a newimpulse. As in Venice, 
so in the Pontifical States likewise, the system of ter- 
rorism has been resorted to as a last resourec. 

STATISTICS OF NEW SOUTH WALES. 

Recent advices from Sydney enable the compilation o 
s me interesting statistics with respect to the progress of 
the colony of New South Wales. It appears that the 
public debt of the colony is now no less than 44,000,000, 

or about £10 per head on every European resident, and 
i tre debentures by which this amount has been raised 
bear interest at the rate of 6 per cent. la the 10 months 
en ting November 30, 1859, 172,379 letters and 259,756 
newspapers were received in Sydney by the large ocean 
steamers, and 224,037 letters and 261,900 newspapers 
were despatched in the same period. From January | 
to July 14, 1859, 1,168,337 sovereigns and 51,336 
oances of gold dust were exported from Sydney.— 
The total receipts of gold by escort at Sydney 
in the 10 months ending November. 30 were— 
from the western goldfields. 109,231 ounces ; from the 
southern, 99,092 oz.; and from the northern, 57,457 or.; 
making a total of 265,780 oz., as compared with 230,690 
oz. teceived in the corresponding period of 1858. ‘The 
Swerease arose on the southern and northern fields, the 
western exhibiting a falling-off of 25,000 oz. It is 
remarkable that while the yield of gold in the adjoining 
colony of Victoria is declining, more should be obtained 
in New South Wales; but an explanation of the circum- 
stance will probably be found in the fact that many 
persons have abandoned the Victorian diggings and tried 
their fortunes elsewhere. Even now, however, the 
yield of gold in Victoria exceeds the supplies obtained 
; from New South Wales in the ratio of 5to l. Between 
' Jan. land Dec. 9, 1859, 917,000 sovs. and 321,000 half- 
sg ve. were issued from the Sydney Mint; in the corres- 
ponding period of 1858 the numbers were 1,016,500 and 
486.000 respectively. The receipts of gold dust at the mint 
were 713,808 oz. in 1859, and 327,335 oz. in 1858. ‘The 
Customs’ revenue received in the port of Sydney in the 
ten months ending November 30, 1859, was £541,585, 
against £492,236 in the corresponding period of 1858, 
showing an advance of about 10 percent. The number 
of horses in New South Wales was, in 1848, 97,400, and 
in 1858, 200,700, showing an increase of 103,500, or 106 
ner cent. The number of horned cattle was, in 1848, 
136,200, and in 1838, 2,110,600, showing an increase of 
744,400, or 54 per cent. ; and the number of sheep was, 
in 1848, 6,531,000, and in 1858, 7,582,000, showing an 
increase of 1,051,000, or 16 per cent. Since 1855, how- 
: ever, the number of sheep in the colony has considerably 
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fallen off—viz., from 8,602,000 to 7,582,000, the principal 
assigned cause for the diminution being the growing 
7 demand for the Victoria markets. It appears that the 

supply of live stock does not quite keep pace with the 
i increase of population in Victoria and New South 
| Wales, the number of animals being 203 to every 100 

persons in 1857, and 196 to every 100 in 1858. This 
circumstance has not escaped the vigilant eve of Sir W. 
Denison, Governor-General of New South Wales, who, 
ia a paper published on the subject in December, urges 
that the only mode in which there appears a prospect 
of overcoming the difficulty, which is becoming every 
day of greater and greater importance, is by adding to 
the weight of the stock by providing better and more 
abuudant food, by changing the breed of sheep, substi- 
tuting, as in England, an animal with a coarse fleece 
: and a heavier carcase for the present fine-woolled varie- 

ties and by paying similar attention to the breeding of 
cattle, 


i FRENCH OPINIONS ON THE COMMERCIAL. 
; TREATY. 
| The Opinion Publique expresses its unqualified ap- 
prebation of the new commercial treaty, and antici- 
pates very considerable advantages to both England 
and France from its being carried fairly into execution. 
n the benefit likely to accrue to this latter country 
from the arrangement, it says é 
Every one has something to gain by the contemplated 
reforms; the working elasscs by the reduction in the ex- 
price of the articles of primary necessity , aud the masters 
by the general increase in their business falicity in 
excaanges leads to multiplicity of transactions, in the 
same way as facility of communication increases the 
number of travellers, and as the fall in the price of 
erte of consumption adds to the consumers. Lastly 
the public, who must be also taken into account, will 
benefit by the competition in procuring at a cheaper 
rate such articles as high protective duties have hitherto 
excluded from the French market. We may, therefore, 
sum up on this point by saying that a duty of 30 per 
cent. on such French articles as are the most menaced 
by English competition is sufficiently protective ; and 
those branches of industry which eannot siand. with 
that defensive barrier are not stable, and must, if not 
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took place in the linen trade, which, from 
the sole fact of home competition, was obliged to abandon 
spinning and weaving by hand, and replace those slow 
and expensive operations by the rapidity and economy 
of machinery, and which has never so Rourishing 
as since that transformation took place. 

The writer then dwells on the effects of prohibitive 
| daties, and gives the following example of the manner in 
which the supplies of iron for French railways have been 
overcharged under the restrictions hitherto enforced : — 

Let us now apply the consequences of the protective 
duty on French iron to railways. A rail is six metres 
in length,and 167 of them placed in aline form the length 
of a kilometre (five-eighths of a mile).

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POLITICAL GOSSIP FROM VIENNA. 

The cotrespondent of the Zimes at Vienna indi- 
cates a determined and active 
to the auigeetion of Central Italy, an attempt 
V being as a 
measure. Preparations for renewed war also being 
actively made, it seems to be considered that Aus- 
tria is to act on the defensive only, repelling energetically 
any attack on her Venetian dominions. 

— Fen. 11.—It is generally stated that this 
Government has rejected the propositions made by the 
British Cabinet, but such is not yet the case. It is 
morally certain that the fourth proposition will not be 
accepted by Austria, but it is not likely that she will 
plainly and positively deny the right of the inhabitants 
of Central Italy to place themselves under the sceptre of 
King Victor Emmanuel, as she must foresee that a violent 
effort will be make to eject her from Venice, if she 
should attempt to make a diversion in favour of the 
Imperial and Royal exiles. Austria is now doing all in her 
power to conciliate Russia, and it has been hinted to me 
that she is willing to make great sacrifices if the St. 
Petersburg Cabinet will conclude a treaty of alliance with 
her. Count Frederick Thun, the Austrian Minister at 
St. Petersburg, is a persona grata with the Em- 
peror Alexander, and also with nee Gortschakoff, 
but his endeavours to bring about an offensive and 
defensive alliance between the two empires are not 
likely tobe attended with success, as Russia is at present 
totally unableto wage war. The question respecting the 
emancipation of the serfs is still pending, and recently the 
tillers of the soil have become extremely refractory. The 
finances of Russia arein a deplorable state, and thecircum- 
stance connected with the liquidation of the house of 
Stieglitz have made the fact known to the whole world. A 
few days since there was a secret diplomatic gathering at 
Mannheim, and it is believed that the matter discussed was 
the possibility of a renewal of the war in Italy. It is said 
that the parties concerned were the representatives of 
Austria and of those States which met in conference at 
Wurzburg a few months ago. The Prussian Govern- 
ment, wishing to have reliable information concerning 
the strength and condition of the various armies in 
Lombardy, Tuscany, and the Romagna, has despatched 
General von Wildenbruck, who was formerly Minister 
at Constantinople, to the Italian Peninsula. As Mar- 
shal Vaillant has received orders to move his troops in 
brigades towards Brescia, the Lombards now speak of 
little but the approaching attack on Venetia. According 
to the Italians, the Austrians are to be driven back to 
the Isonzo, and the Pope is to be deprived of the whole 
of his dominions north of the Apennines. The Aus- 
trian Government, being well aware that mischief is 
meant, is making preparations for giving a 
warm reception to the assailants. The troops 
stationed in the Southern Tyrol are about to march 
into Venetia, and several regiments are to be sent from 
this city to the south. The fortifications on the Dal- 
matian and Istrian coasts are completed, but they are 
said to be much less efficient than they might be made. 
The fortresses of Verona, Legnago, Mantua, and l’es- 
chiera have received large supplies of provisions aud 
ammunition. The principal points to be fortified on 
the south-west frontier of the empire (the Southern 
Tyrol) are the so-called Wurmsur Joch, and Tonal 
Pass, and the Monte Baldo, near Corona and Spiazze. 
For the moment simple blockhouses are likely to be 
constructed. 

A Merperer’s Cave.—In Boston, as Mr. Mason II. 
Woodward, employed in the furniture manufactory of 
Mr. J. D. Burton, in Utica-street, near the Worcester 
Railroad, was some time since engaged in cutting 
a hole through a brick wall beneath the building, for 
the purpose of changing the location of an exhaust 
steam-pipe, on thrusting his hand into the aperture to re- 
move the bricks, he was startled by taking hold of what, 
npon examination, proved to be an oil lamp. Inserting 
his hand again, he drew out a pair of tinman's shears. 
Obtaining a light, he crawled through the aperture, 
when he found himself in one of two small apart- 
ments, just high enough for a man to stand upright in. 
The partitions wereof rough boards, the cracks being 
filled with mortar. Thelampandshears which he had 
first seized had lain upon a shelf even with the hole in 
the wall. One of the rooms had been fitted up as a 
sleeping apariment, and contained a piece of canvas, 
which had evidently served the recluse asa bed. The 
steam pipe ran through the bedroom, rendering it quite 
comtortable when the engine above was in operation. 
Besides the articles above cnumerated, the rooms con- 
tained a bucket, in which mortar had been placed, 
mason’s utensils, a jug partly filled with oil, candles, 
cigars, ahatchet, hammer and saw, some bakers’ bread, 
cake and candy in a box, writing utensils, and several 
books. Upon a leafin one of the latter was found written 
in two places the name of John C. Crowley (an escaped 
wife murderer). <A further examination of the pre- 
mises led to the discovery of a door in the partition, 
about twenty inches square, hung with hinges, and 
opening upon the square beneath the freight house. 
On the back side of the building a small hole was dis- 
covered in the foundation, through which the tenant of 
the place, in order to reach his abode, must have 
crawled upon his hands and knees, the space not being 
sufficient for him to stand upright. Fresh imprints of 
a man’s hand ere said to have been seen in the snow. 
and the presumption is, that when Mr. Woodward com- 
menced cutting the hole through the wall, the oceupant 
fled. It has repeatedly been reported that Crowley has 
heen seen in the city, but he has for many months 
cluded the police. 


MuELASCHOLY Occvurrence.—Information of a melan- 
choly affair which occurred on Saturday last at Spiddal, 
a small town about ten miles from Galway, has just 
reached us. The particulars are as follows :—On Fri- 
day morning last a party of constabulary left the Spid- 
dal station, for the purpose of, as it is generally termed 
still hunting.“ or in other words to discover, if pos- 
sible, the places where illicit whiskey was in process 
of manufacture. The men were supplied with a few 
biscuits each for the day, as there was no placein the 
mountains where they were likely to obtain proper re- 
freshment. The search was continued during the 
whole day, but after traversing a distance of about 
fourteen miles, evening approaching warned them that 
it was high time to retrace their steps. The men, as is 
general on such oceasions, were scattered over the 
mountain, each prosecuting a search, when, if anything 
was discovered, he was to alarm his comrades. As it 
grew dark, however, the men could not gather to- 
gether, not knowing where their comrades were, so that 
several of them fired shots in order to inform the others 
of their whereabouts. After some time all were con- 
gregated, and they accordingly faced homewards, but 
they had not proceeded very far before one of them. 
the acting constable, began to manifest symptoms of 
fatigue. Some of the men immediately assisted him— 
one taking his carbine and another his side-arms, One 
of the party, named Rogers, who was a fiue strong young 
man, about six fect four inches high, and about twenty 
Years of age, carried him for some distance; but he in 
turn fell, declaring that he was unable to proceed any 
farther.

COURT OF PROBATE—Yesrennay. 
(Before Jadge Keatinge and a Special Jury.) 
Custis v. Dunne and others. 

This case, which was an issue to trysthe testamentary 
capacity of the Rev. Edmond Custis, deceased, was resumed 
at the sitting of the court. 

The evidence of the medieal gentlemen who attended the 
deceased sometime previous to his death— Dr. Adams, Dr. 
Moncks, and Dr. Kirkpatrick—was adduced to prove that 
though he laboured under dropsy, his intellect was not im- 
paired. Dr. Kirkpatrick mentioned, in the course of bis 
evidence, that the deceased called his son (the defendant) 
“my lord:“ he did not observe anything in his manner or 
expressions, however, to lead him to the conclusion that he 
laboured under “pauper mania. Dr. Adams believed he 
did occasionally exhibit symptoms of this mental disease, 
but that otherwise be appeared to be shrewd and collected ; 
and Dr. Moncks did not, at the time of his visits, observe 
any peculiarity which impressed him with the opinion that 
he was of either unsound or weak intellect. 

A person named M'Grath, in the employment of Mr. Rice, 
grocer, at Hooterstown, proved that he was an attesting wit- 
ness to the will of 1857, which was the last will made by the 
deceased; that at the time of his witnessing it the rev. 
gentleman appeared quite sensible; the will previously made 
was burned in his presence, but subsequently he was brought 
into the house of the dece*sed by Mary Dunne, his house- 
keeper, to hear him romancing; he said, in a muttered tone 
of voice, that he had been dosed with landanum, and thet he

it came before them on a motion for a new trial. The action 
was brought by the plaintiff to recover possession of the ma 
chinery in an oatmill which had been put up by him. The 
mill having become the property of the defendant, he denied 
the plaintiff's title to take or remove the machivery in ques- 
tion. Hislordship said the whole case turned upon the ques- 
tion whether the machinery in dispute were fixtures, or goods 
and chattels. If they were fixtures they belonged to the de- 
fendant, but if chattels, they were the property of the plain- 
tiff. ‘The court had no evidence before them determining 
this question, and. under the circumstances, they would 
grant a new trial, in the hope that if the case 
came before them again, materials would be afforded by 
which the character of the machinery could be determined. 
It was ordered, in addition to granting a new trial. that the 
defendant should permit the plaintiff, his attorney, and some 
competent person, to examine the machinery, in order that 
they might be able to give evidence respectiag it. ‘Ihe costs 
of che last trial at the Kildare Assizes to be paid by the 
plaintiff, in the event of the defendant obtaining a verdict. 
Jackson v. Cridland. 

The action was brought in this case by the plaintifl. as 
trustee of Mrs, Cridland, the wife of the defendant, to re- 
cover from him the arrears of an annuity of £100, which the 
defendant had bound himself to pay her in pursuance of the 
provisions of a deed of separation. The deed belonged to the 
ordinary class of such ipstruments, but it was impeached by 
the defendant as void, ón the ground that it was contrary to 
morality and public policy, inasmuch as it contained a 
provision, as an allege part of the consideration for the an- 
nuity, that in no event.or for no cause,should the husband or 
wife seeka divorce. —Íhis provision, it was contended, was 
an inducement to adultery. 

Mr. Justice Christian, „no delivered the judgment of the 
court, said that the provision was manifestly corrupt, vi- 
cious, and void, but the court were of opinion that it did not 
form part of the consideration forthe annuity. Judgment 
should, therefore, be given for the plaintiff.

FRANCE. 
(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT OF THE GLOBE.) 

Panis, Turspay Evexino.—The masterly state paper 
by our new Foreign Minister, Thouvenel, in reply to the 
Pope’s encyclical, will reach you in due course.“ The 
temperate, firm, and logical treatment of the points at 
issue will strike every dispassionate mind. He regrets 
that the Roman Prince should have confounded a busi- 
ness strictly political with an appeal to the uninformed 
and unauthorised classes of the European community, 
Governments alone having to deal with his case Ile 
regrets that the French Emperor should be assalled 
by him, when for ten years that potentate had upheld 
his sovereignty in the hope of some effort on the part 
of his Holiness to enter on satisfactory settlement 
with his subjects ; inaction, procrastination, and con- 
tinuance of routine being the whole result. His Hol- 
ness is reminded that he held the Legationa, not by any 
divine right, but by a pure grant of the Allied Powers 
in 1815. The Legations had another destiny in the 
views of Austria. Prussia had proposed to confer them 
on a Saxon prince in exchange for the large tract of 
Saxony which the Berlin power then received (viz , 500 
square miles, leaving only 200 to Dresden) ; the idea of 
any abstract or inherent right of Rome to these pro- 
vinees was never broache! at all. Vienna, at the Treaty 
if Leoben, had set her seal to the severance of this 
territory from Rome. Austria again on the lith Jan- 
uary, 1814, signed a treaty with King Joachim 
Murat, securing to Naples the Marehes of An. 
cona and a portion of the former “ Church States, 
containing 700,000 inhabitants, by which act Prince Me’ - 
ternich established the principle of dealing with Central 
Italy, irrespectively of any “divine” claim. When the 
Bourbons resumed power at Naples they attempted to 
enforce this-treaty against Pins VII. Thouvenel winds 
up by the distinct assertion that spiritual speculations 
are quite foreign to this concern altogether, and it must 
be dealt with as a purely secular and political question, 
within the strict attributes of European diplomacy. He 
instances the old church sovereignty of Salzbourg, which 
was handed over to an Austrian Archduke while the 
electorate of Cologne was taken from the bishop to be- 
come part of Prussia, similar treatment being applied to 
the principality of the Archbishop of Mayence and 
to that of Liege. : 

This is plain speaking Pio Nono meantime per- 
sists in hurling impotent abuse in reply to all remon- 
atrance. He has just penned a letter to Dapanioup, re- 
peating hie critical remark on the French Imperial 
pamphlet. - [.ncubrat » ula hyp ria end, and de- 
nouncing its tendency, “ impudentisscmum pas scopum.” 
The clerical agitation in France has come toa dead 
lock, and its utter inutility for any practical purpose, 
which any sensible person must have seen from the out- 
set, has been fully demonstrated. All that will remain 
of the ss is the suppression of L'’Unicers. and the 
trial of Dupanloup for a libel on the Siecle. 

The anti-Antonelli agitation in Rome is assuming 
vigorous proportions. General Goyon has issued orders 
against any French soldier being seen talking to the 
natives; patrols of mounted Chasseurs are abroad from 
dusk all through the night, arresting all who are found 
in the streets. They acour the town with earbines 
loamled and sabres drawn. The Eternal City, after ten 
years’ occupancy, is now in a state of siege. ‘The de- 
monstration of the university students is one of the 
most significant symptoms of what is felt,as the youth 
of Sapienza, numbering over a thousand. were the most 
determined defenders of the Janiculum, in 1849, against 
the French, and many hundreds of them perished on 
the bastions. 

Our Societe des Gens de Lettres (Paris Literary Fund) 
held their annual meeting yesterday, an l elected the 
committee for 1860—Leon Goslan, Achard, Achille 
Jubinal, Alberic Second, Mery, Eanault, &c., all work- 
ing penmen, acquainted with the claims of their ‘dis- 
tressed co-workmen. A legacy of 1,000f. a year was 
noticed, and the usual grant of 2.500f. from the Home 
Minister.

Seriove Cottistow ON tHe Mipranp Faire crsd 
serious collision took place on Saturday evening 
the Midland Railway, about a quarter of a mile nor: 
the Chesterfield station. The London goods try 
which is due at the Chesterfield station a short tim 
prior to the fast passenger train leaving Derby for Leeds 
at 8 pm., had arrived, and the driver was ordered te 
shunt the train on the siding to allow the passenger train 
to pass.
